FORMALLY ACCENTED. 


Battleship Massachusetts >~ow Form* » 


Part of Onr S'avy. 


Philadelphia, June 11.— The battleship 


Massachusetts was formally transferred 
to the United States government at the 
League Island navy yard yesterday 
afternoon. 
The ceremony of trn.nnfer- 


rlng was a simple one. The naval ex- 
amining board having reported favor- 
ably from the result of?, the recent trial 
trip, all that remained was the formal 
turning over of the big ship to Captain" 
Farquhar, comrnandant of the navy 
yard, as representative of the United 
States government, and the transferor 
a receipt to Captain Sergeant for "one 
battle-ship." 


BATTLESHIP HASSACHCaETim. 


When these formalities liad been con- 


cluded, the flag of the builders 
was 


huuled down, and the ship was boarfled 
by the officers who had been detailed by 
the secretary of the navy to take charge 
of her. The boatswain piped all hands 
to deck, and the Stars and Stripes were 
hoUtud. Captain Rodgers read the or- 
ders assigning him to the command of 
the vessel, and everything necessary was 
completed to entitle the battleship to 
Join the Atlantic squadron, to which she 
had been assigned.

Captain, Frederick Rodgers; lieutenant, 
Conway H. Arnold; chief engineer, H. 
S. Ross; passed asslstanfienglneer, C. 
II. Hayes; navigator, George C. Dyer; 
senior watch. ofllcer.Henry Morrell; lieu- 
tenants, Templin Potts, Philip Lans- 
dale, A. P. NIblack and Bertllette. She 
has been furnished with a crew of 300 
men. but her full complement Is 370 men 
and 60 marines.

MR MANLEY QUITS 


The Fight For Speaker Reed's 


Nomination, 


SAYSj NOW THAT 
McKINLEY 


: 
HAS MAJORITY. 
X 


The Color Question Still a 


Serious Bugaboo. 


St. Louis, June 11.—Mr. Manley of 


Maine said yesterday afternoon; '"In 
my Judgment, the convention will noml- 
'iiate McKinley on the first ballot for the 
presidency. It Is useless to attempt to 
deny that this will be the result. .The 
action of the national committee in its 
overwhelming vote on the Alabama'case 
settles conclusively how the respective 
states, which the members of tbe com- 
mittee represent, will vote In the con- 
vention. Mr. Reed's name "will be pre- 
sented to the convention, and voted 
for, 
and I am authorized to say that 


under no conditions or circumstances 
can he or will he accept tbe nomination 
for vice president, If it should be tendered 
to him. The great majority of New 
England delegates will be loyal to Mr. 
Reed, but the convention Is for Gover- 
nor McKinley, and will nominate1 him." 


While the declaration of.-Mr. Manley 


contained nothing that has not be 
looked for, yet It caused a nutter of: ex- 
citement when It was known that the 
manager of Mr. Reed "had announced 
that there was not further hope among 
the leaders of the forces of the man from 
Maine. Other supporters, of Mr. Reed 
said that the declaration -would cost Mr. 
Reed' at' least half of the votes that 
would have been cast ft-r him had noth- 
ing of the kind been saJd, and several 
o£ Reed's supporters asserted that the 
declaration of Mr. Manley ought to be 
followed by a statement from Reed that 
his name'Would not be presented, so 
that those who were yet under obliga- 
tions to vote for him would be released. 
It was said that In the face of certain 
admitted defeat, delegates coujd not be 
expected to vote for R&^d, and that 
probably all of New Hampshire's votes, 
all o£ Rhode Island's and all but one In 
Connecticut would be cast for McKinley, 
even If Reed's name was presented. 
There are some delegations from the 
south' -which will take similar action. 
It -was also stated that the declaration 
of Mr. Manley would weaken the other 
candidates, as It would be sure to in- 
fluence the wavering to vote for Mc- 
Kinley. Senator Gear, who is represent- 
ing Iowa on the national committee, 
,sald that notwithstanding the declara- 
tion of Mr. Manley, Senator Allison's 
name would be presented to the conven- 
tion and voted for. W. A. Sutherland, 
member of the national committee from

Several -weeks ago the officers of the 


Tlppecanoe club, under the direction of 
M. A. Hanna. made a ?6000 contract with 
Thomas-P. Miller, proprietor of the St. 
James hotel, to take care of a. certain 
number of delegates for five days dur- 
ing the convention. 
The club officers 


then wrote to certain southern delega- 
tions that rooms had been engaged for 
them at the St. James. When Mr. Miller 
learned that the club Intended.to nil the 
rooms with negroes, he objected. "If I 
permit you to bring negroes here," he 
said, "all my help will leave. It will put 
me in a most embarrassing predica- 
ment.". 


Upon the arrival of Mr. Hanna from 


Cleveland yesterday, he,was told what 
had occurred. ';! am sorry for Mr. 
Miller," said Mr. Hanna to his agent, 
"but he signed a contract, and unless he 
lives up to It he will find himself involved 
In a most unpleasant legal complication." 


When the hotel man was notified of 


this he made the following -written reply: 
"I cannot entertain the colored delegates 
In our main dining room, or under tbe 
contract with your club." 


As all the leading hotels are crowded, 


the Tlppecanoe club Is in a quandary as 
to what it will do with the colored dele- 
sates, whom it promised to care for. 


Mr. Hanna said he felt very sorry for 


the Business Men's league, which prom- 
ised the national committee there would 
be no color line drawn. "The league has 
done everything In its power to prevent 
this trouble," he added, "and I do not 
consider It In any way to blame." 
" Mr. Hanna's emissaries also rented 
the big exposition building for use dur- 
ing the convention. 
It was suggested 


that cots be placed In It for the use of the 
colored men, but when the management 
of tbe building learned of this, It told 
the club that the negroes could not be 
quartered there. It was finally agreed 
that the colored, delegates might be fed 
there. Toriy Faust, who holds the lease 
of the kitchen at the exposition building, 
said he could not furnish either food or 
cooks to do the work. 


Many of the colored men1 have, of 


their own accord, gone to tbe homes of 
colored people living here, and obtained 
board and lodgings. Some of them, how- 
ever, refuse to do this. 
. 


Dr. John Gant of Sherman, Tex., has 


a contract with Proprietor Grtswold of 
the Laciede hotel for his people, black 
and white alike, and this end of it the 
hotel man Is going to keep, but black 
delegates will not be allowed to eat in 
the dining hall. Meals will be served In 
their rooms, and there will be no lack oE 
attention to them. This is what makes 
"Dr. Gant angry. 


Senator Proctor, who has been men- 


tioned as a candidate for vice president, 
says: "I do not want to be vice presi- 
dent of the United States.

Republic's Welfare Demands 


a Currency Solution. 


FrankCort. ICy.. June 11.—During the 


past wtfck iittUtments have been 3ent 
out Trorn Washington that Governor 
J'.radley, who was elected governor ot 
Kentucky on a sold standard platform, 
over a Democratic 
free silver candi- 


date, had originally been In favor of n 
compromising pulley, and that Governor 
McKlnlty had Induced him to adopt the 
gold standard policy, and that he has 
uince n^'otlated with McKlnlcy and 
ether candidates, and this has been tol- 
loivctl by statements purjiortlng to come 
from Frankfurt, that Governor Bradley 
Jiad In his possession letters written 
him In confidence from various Republi- 
cans o£ national prominence, which ho 
would make public In retaliation (or the 
imperslons against his sincerity. 
It has 


been Intimated that the expected dls- 
rlosures would create a great sensation 
in national politics, and In consequence- 
the go verier has 
been 
overwhelmed 


with Inquiries on the subject. Concern- 
Ing these reports. Governor Bradley has 
made the following statement: "lean- 
not permit the Washington dispatches 
to the Chicago Kecord to pass unchal- 
lenged. In response*. I deny that I was 
ever the representative of Mr. Hanna 
In any way. Nor Is it true that my ac- 
tion was ever controlled or governed 
In the slightest degree by what Is po- 
litically called In that dispatch 'the 
1'lutt-Clarkson crowd.1 


"There never was any combination 


between those gentlemen or 
any of 


them and myself or any of my friends. 
I have no; attempted to make terms 
wlih Mr. McKInley or any of his mana- 
gers, or with any one of the presidential 
aspirants, or any of their managers. 
I have not offered to trade 16 votes or 
any vote for the vice presidency, nor will 
t be a candidate for vice president, nor 
would I accept a catlnet position. 


"I did write to Mr. McKinley, and at 


the same time wrote to anumber of lead- 
ing Republicans throughout the coun- 
try, concerning the Kentucky campaign. 
The Insinuation that I wrote favoring a 
straddle on the currency question, or that 
Mr. McKlnTey advised me not to pursuo 
such a course, or said that 'In the silver 
agitation was the result of the panic of 
l.iTJ,1 Is totally false. 
I did not write 


him that 'a majority of people in Ken- 
.tucky were In favor of free coinage or 
that both parties were rapidly drifting 
that way.' 
My expressed opinion was 


that the Minneapolis platform was too 
general, and that the party should make 
a clear and distinct declaration. My 
views concernl.ng the currency question 
are too well known to require explana- 
tion. In Kentucky. Weeks before the con- 
vention assembled, the Louisville Critic 
announced my declaration that I would, 
not accept the nomination on a free sil- 
ver platform, and the Demblu'Inter- 
view in The Courier-Journal was almost 
equally explicit. I have time and again 
declared in favor of the gold standard, 
with every dollar made of equal value, 
and against the free and unlimited coin 
age of silver. My canvass was made on 
d. platform embodying those ideas, and 
1 adhere to that platform now. I believe 
that sound currency will be the leading 
lysue of the coml.ng campaign. The honor 
of the republic and the welfare of ths 
penple demand Its correct solution. It IE 
far above personal or individual ad- 
vancement, and in this hour of supreme 
tilal, the Republican convention should 
declare unhesitatingly In favor of the 
single gold standard. It 13 no time for 
quibbllnj or evasion. "W.e may lose some 
western states, but this loss will be more 
than compensated by gains In the old 
fc»lave boroer states. 
But if I thought 


that such a declaration would cause the 
Kepubllcan nominee to be defeated, I 
would nor.e the U.is favor it, for success 
at the expense of national welfare would 
ho neither creditable not profitable. In 
Justice to Mr. McKInley, I will add that 
the statement In today's Courier-Journal 
that he wrote rne recommending the 
•adoption of a plank with, a strong free 
silver tinge, Is not true, "neither he nor 
any one of the gentlemen addressed sug- 
S=su-d anything of the kind." 


I'or Sound Money. 


Hartford, June 11.—The Democrats of 


Connecticut, by their representatives at 
the stE-te convention for the choice of 
dels-gates to the national 
convention 


at Chicago. July 7, have expressed them- 
selves unequivocally as to their ad- 
vocacy of the gold standard and opposi- 
tion for (he free coinage of silver. The 
platform also endorsed President Cleve- 
land, and especially approved his sup- 
port of the Monroe doctrine. 


Hon. William B. Russell of Massachu- 


setts was the choice of the delegates as 
presidential nominee, but owing to the 
£act that Judge X.ynde Harrison of the 
committee on resolutions had received 
a letter from the ex-governor. In which 
he expressly stated that he did not 
wish to embarrass the delegates by any 
resolution of Instruction, it was sug- 
gested that they s° to Chicago pledged 
to no one. 


Tho convention was one of the briefest 


of recent years, owing to the. fact tliat 
the choice of delegates had been fought 
out In district and county caucuses.

The galleries were crowded 
with ladles. 


The chair, In proposing the loyal 


toasts, was greeted with Immense cheer- 
Ing. 
In proposing the 'principal toast, 


"Commerce and the Empire," Mr. Cham- 
berlain said: "The empire could not 
exist "one day without commerce. If 
I were to be asked whether Great .Bri- 
tain would follow th'e older empires, 
and, like them,'perish, or sink, like some 
of our rivals, Into obscurity, I confess 
that the answer would not depend upon 
what will be done by the people of these 
Islands, but rather by the eventual de- 
termination of greater Britain, and upon 
the arrangements which they may make 
to bind us together. A closer union is 
something mora material than senti- 
ment. 


"Am I wrong In thinking that the 


colonies share our feelings to the full- 
that they have no idea of cutting adrift 
from the mother country?' 


"We ask you from the colonies to at- 


tach yourselves closer to us. It Is not 
to a decrepit ruin that you are asked to 
cling. I think that you will agree that 
there axe no signs here of waning life or 
decreasing 
power, 
The continuous 


growth of this, country is almost as re- 
ic.a.rkable as the growth of those sister 
nations which we call colonies. It is bet- 
ter for your commerce and our commerce 
that we should all'alike share In the free 
Interchange of commodities between 
300,000,000 people, than that we should 
engage in erecting barriers and exciting 
competition, from which all shall be suf- 
ferers. 
The forces of cohesion are 


greater than the forces of disruption." 


Mr. Chamberlain, In conclusion, begged 


the colonial visitors to carry back to oil 
quarters of the globe the assurance of 
the affection, pride and confidence with 
whlch'the great mother country regards 
her children.

The Color Question Still a 


Serious Bugaboo. 


St. Louis, June 11.—Mr. Manlcy of 


M;ilne salcl yesterday afternoon: 
"Ir. 


iriy Judpment, the convention will noml- 
iiftte .McKlntoy on the first baljot for thi: 
l-rrjKldcncy. It Is useless to attempt to 
deny that this will be-- the rc-sult. The 
action of the national committee in ItH 
overwhelming vote on the Alabama caue 
settles conclusively }:ow the respective 
Btntes, which the memLera of the com- 
mittee represent, will vote In the con- 
vention. Mr. Reed'H name will be pre- 
sented to the convention, and voted 
lor. and I arn authorized to say that 
under no conditions or circumstances 
can he or \\\U he accept the nomination 
for vice president, if it should be tendered 
to him. The Kreat majority of New 
England delegates vill be loyal to Mr. 
Reed, but the convention is for Gover- 
nor .McKinley, and will nominate him." 


While the declaration oE Jlr. Manley 


contained nothing that has not been 
looked for, yet it caused a flutter o£ ex- 
citement when It was known that the 
ruanager or Mr. Reed had announced 
that there was not further hope among 
the leaders of the forces of the man from 
Maine. Other supporters of Mr. Reed 
said that the declaration would cost Mr. 
Reed at least half of the votes that 
would have been cast for him had noth- 
ing of the kind been said, and several 
cf Reed's supporters asserted that the 
declaration of Mr. Mauley ought to be 
followed, by a statement from Reed that 
his name would not be presented, so 
that those who were yet under obliga- 
tions to vote for him would be released. 
• It was said that in the face of certain 
admitted defeat, delegates couj^i not be 
expected to vote for Reed, Ttnd that 
probably all of New Hampshire's votes, 
all of Rhode Island's and all but one in 
Connecticut would be cast for AIcKlnley. 
even 1C Reed's name was. presented. 
There are some delegations from the 
south which -will take similar action. 
It was also stated that the declaration 
cf Mr. Manley would weaken the other 
candidates, as It would be sure to in- 
fluence the waverlnp to vote for Mc- 
Klnley. Senator Qear, who Is represent- 
ing Iowa on the national committee, 
said that notwithstanding the declara- 
tion of Mr. Manley, Senator Allison's 
name would be presented to the conven- 
tion and voted for. W. A. Sutherland, 
member of the national committee from 
New York, and who Is the only prom- 
inent representative of Governor Mor- 
ton's In St. Louis, said: Governor Mor- 
ton's name will be presented to the con- 
vention, and we hope to nominate him." 


Several weeks aso the officers of the 


Tlppecanoe club, under the direction OL 
M. A. Hanna. made a S60CO contract with 
Thomas P. Miller, proprietor of the St. 
James hotel, to take care ot a certain 
number of delegates for five days.dur- 
ing the convention. The club officers 
then wrote to certain southern delega- 
tions. ihn.t rooms had been engaged for 
them at the St. James. When Mr. Miller 
learned that the club intended to fill tho 
rooms with negroes, he objected. "II .1 
permit you to bring negroes here," he 
said, "all my help will leave. It will put 
me In a most embarrassing predica- 
ment.". 
Upon the arrival of Mr. Hanna from 


Cleveland yesterday, he was told what 
liad occurred. 
"I am sorry for Mr. 


Miller," .said Mr. Hanna to his apent. 
"but he signed a contract, and unless ha 
lives up to It he will find himself involved 
In a most unpleasant legal complication." 


When the hotel man was notified of 


this he made the following written reply: 
"I cannot entertain the colored delegates 
In our main dining room, or under the 
contract with your club." 


As all the. leading hotels are crowded, 


the Tlppecanoe club is In a quandary as 
to what it will do with the colored dele- 
gates, whom It promised to care for. 


Mr. Hanna said he felt very sorry for 


the Business Men's league, which prom- 
ised the national committee there would 
be no color line drawn. "The league has 
done everything In Its power to prevent 
this trouble," he added, "and I do not 
consider It In any way to blame." 


Mr. Hanna's emissaries also rented 


the big exposition building for use dur- 
ing the convention. It was suggested 
that cot3 be placed In it for the'use of the 
colored men, but when the management 
of the building learned of this, It told 
the club that the negroes could not ba 
'quartered there. It was finally agreed 
that tbo colored delegates might be fed 
there. Tony Faust, who holds the lease 
oj the kitchen at the exposition building, 
said he could not furnish either food or 
cooks to do the work. 


Many of the colored men have, of 


their own accord, gone to Uie homes of 
colored people living here, and obtained 
board and lodgings. Some of them, how- 
aver, refuse'to do this. 
Dr. John Gar.t of Sherman, Tex., has 


a contract "with Proprietor Griswold of 
the Laclede hotel for his people, black 
and white alike, and this end of It the 
hotel man Is going to keep) but black 
delegates will not be allowed to eat In 
the dining hall. Keals will be served In 
their rooms, and there will be no lack of 
attention to them. This Is what makes 
Dr. Gant angry. 
Senator Proctor, who has been men- 


tioned as a candidate for vice president, 
says: "I do not want to be vice presi- 
dent ot.t'he United States. My name 
uh'all not be presented for that office be- 
fore the B»publlcan national, conven- 
tion. I do :not Jtnow a great deal about 
politics. I: fio know something about 
Vermont politics, hoVever, and I know 
-. :-ui: tha BapuWicanlBm of my «tat« la

ny Richard C. Kerens, member of'the

More Importance Is attached to It than 
to various proposed planks that have 
been proposed, on account of Mr. Keren's 
visit to Major McKinley at Canton, al- 
though Mr. Kerens would not have it 
understood that the proposed plank had 
thu sanction of Mr. McKinley, and gave 
110 Intimation to that effect: 


"We believe that our money should 


not be inferior to money of the most 
enlightened nations of the earth, and 
are unalterably opposed to every scheme 
that threatens to debase or depreciate 
our present monetary standard. 
Wn 


favor the reasonable use of silver as' 
currency, but such use should be to the 
extent only, and under such well-defined 
regulations that Its. parity with gold as 
currency can be easily and efficiently 
maintained. As consistent blmetalllsts 
v/e are opposed to the Independent free 
coinage of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1, 
as a measure fraught with certain dis- 
aster to all commtrclal interests, de- 
structive to the Interests of the wage- 
earners, and in the absence of interna- 
tional agreement sure to lead to silver 
monometallism." 


The meeting of the national committee 


to decide the contests for seats In the 
convention absorbed the general Inter- 
ests In official affairs pertaining to the 
convention yesterday.There were no Im- 
portant arrivals, except committee mem- 
bers, and they were so concerned with 
the proceedings of the committee that 
they. declined to give attention to the 
other questions. 


The entire day's session was given up 


to the Alabama Contois, which in- 
volved the seats of the four delegates- 
at-larpe, and all of the nine districts, 
except the Second, making'22 seats that 
were In dispute. The contests were all 
decided except those from the Third and 
Fifth districts, In which hearings were 
postponed on account of the absence of 
other contestants or contestees. 
The 


points at Issue In the Sixth and Eighth 
districts were settled outside of the com- 
mittee, and the contest in both Instances 
withdrawn. The issue was presented to 
the committee In all other cases. 


The Georgia contest on the delejjates- 


at-large was taken up last evening, and 
except for two districts In Alabama and 
one from Georgia, these two states were 
entirely- disposed of. The total of the 
day's work was the disposal of 24 con- 
testing delegates, 18 in Alabama and six 
In Georgia. Of the 24'delegates seated 
all but two favor McKinley. 


The proceedings were of a harmonious 


.character, and while there was evidence 
that there was genuine feeling In be- 
half of various candidates, this feeling 
did not at any time take a personally 
aggressive form'. 


The convention hall was dedicated last 


night by Impressive exercises, and In the 
presence of a large number of people, 
for the most part from St. Louis, who 
saw the Jnslde of the building- for the 
only time during the convention. Sena- 
tor Carter and-bther members of the na- 
tional committee, and some of the most 
prominent people In the city occupied 
seats on the stage. The services con- 
sisted of 'vocal and Instrumental music, 
and speeches made by Hon. S. Kennard, 
chairman o* the local committee, Mayor 
Walbrldge and Governor Stone.

Philadelphia. June 11.—The battleship 


Massachusetts was formally transferred 
_to the United States government at the 
'League Island:.navy yard yesterday 
afternoon. 
The ceremony of transfer- 


ring was a simple one. The udval ek- 
amlnlns board having reported favor- 
ably from the reault of the recent trial 
trip, all that remained was the formal 
turning over of the big slilp to Captain 
Farquhar, commandant of • the navy 
yard, as representative of the United 
States government, and the transfer ol 
a receipt to Captain Sergeant for "one 
battleship." 


BATTLESHIP MASSACHUSETTS. 


When these formalities had been con- 


cluded, the flag of • the builders was 
hauled down, and the ship was boarded 
by the officers .who had been detailed by 
the secretary of the navy to take charge 
of her.

Republic's Welfare Demands 


a Currency Solution. 


Frankfort, Ky., June 11.—During IbD 


past week statements, have been sent 
out from Washington that Governor 
Bradley, who \\-as elected governor of 
Kentucky on a gold standard platform, 
over a Democratic free silver candi- 
date, had originally been In favor of a 
compromising policy, and that Governor 
McKinley had induced him to adopt the 
gold standard policy, and that he-has 
since negotiated with McKinley and 
other candidates, and this has been fol- 
lowed by statements purporting tO'Co 
from Frankfort, that Governor Bradley 
had In his possession letters written 
him In confidence from various Republi- 
cans of national prominence, which he 
would make public In retaliation lor the 
nsperslonB against his sincerity. It has 
been intimated that the expected dls- 
tlosur'es would create a great sensation 
in national politics, and In consequence 
the governor has been overwhelmed 
with Inquiries on the subject. Concern- 
ing these reports. Governor Bradley has 
made the following statement: "I can- 
not permit the Washington dispatches 
to the Chicago Record to pass unchal- 
lenged. In response, I deny that I was 
ever the representative of .Mr. Hanna 
In any way. Nor Is It true that my ac 
tlou was ever controlled or governed 
In the. slightest degree by what Is po- 
litically called In that dispatch 'the 
riatt-Clarkson crowd.' 


"There never was any combination 


between those gentlemen or any of 
them and myself or any of ray friends. 
I have not attempted to make terms 
with Mr. McKinley or any of his mana- 
gers, or with any one of the presidential 
aspirants, or any of" their managers. 
I have not offered to trade 16 votes or 
any vote for the vice presidency, nor will 
I be a' candidate for vice president, nor 
would I accept a cabinet position. 


"I did write to Mr. McKinley, and at 


the same time wrote to a number of lead- 
Ing Republicans throughout the coun- 
try, concerning the Kentucky campaign. 
The Insinuation that I wrote favoring a 
straddle on the currency question, or thai 
Mr. McKinley advised me not to pursue 
such a course, or said that In the sliver 
agitation was the result of the panic of 
1873,' is totally false. I did not write 
him that 'a majority of people in Ken- 
tucky were In favor of free coinage or 
that both parties were rapidly drifting 
that* way.' My expressed opinion was 
that the Minneapolis platform was too 
general, and that the party should make 
a clear and distinct declaration. My 
views concerning the currency question 
are too well known to require explana- 
tion In Kentucky. Weeks before the con- 
vention assembled, the Louisville Critly 
announced my declaration that I would 
not accept .the nomination on a free sli- 
ver platform, .and the Dembltz Inter- 
view m The Courier-Journal was almost 
equally explicit.. -I have time and again 
declared in favor of the gold standard, 
with every dollar made of equal value, 
and against the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver. My canvass was made on 
a platform embodying those Ideas, o-nd 
1 adhere to that platform now. I believe 
that sound currency will be the leading 
Issue of the coming campaign..The honor 
of the republic and the'welfare.of tha 
people demand Its correct solution. It i 
fur above personal or Individual ad- 
vancement, and in this hour of supreme 
tilal, the Republican convention should 
declare unhesitatingly In favor of the 
single gold standard. It is. no time for 
quibbling or evasion. We may lose some 
western states, .but this loss will be more 
than compensated by gains In the old 
slave border "states. But if I thought 
that such a declaration would cause the 
Republican nominee to be defeated, I 
would none the less favor It, for.success 
at. the. expense of national welfare would 
be. neither creditable hot profitable. In 
justice to Mi1. McKinley, I'will add that 
the statement in today's Courier-Journal 
that he...wrote, me recommending the 
'adoption of a plank with a strong frea 
sliver tinge. Is.not true, neither he nor 
any one of the gentlemen addressed sug- 
gested anything of the" kind."

Hartford, June 11.—The Democrats of. 


Connecticut, by their representatives at 
the state convention for the cholcejof 
delegates to the national convention 
at Chicago, July 7, have expressed them- 
selves unequivocally as to their ad- 
vocacy of the gold standard and opposi- 
tion for the free coinage of silver. The 
platform also.endorsed President Cleve- 
land, and especially, approved his. sup- 
port of the Monroe doctrine. . . . 


Hon. William" B. Russell of Massachu- 
setts was the choice of the delegates as 
presidential nominee, but owing to the 
fact that Judge Lynde Harrison n£ the 
committee on resolutions had received 
a letter from the ex-g'overridr, In which 
he expressly stated that he did. not 
wish to embarrass the' delegate's by any 
resolution of Instruction, It was sug- 
gested that they eo to Chicago pledged 
to no one. 


The convention was one of the briefest 


of recent .years, .owing to the fact that 
the choice .of .delegates had been fought 
out In district and county caucuses.
